Claims 1, 2, 7, 19 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Hei Ma. 

In particular, the embodiment using line (48') does feed vapor from the canister 
into the diffusion chamber. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 3, 8, 9, and 16-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Hei Ma. 

In particular, these claims require the vapor line into the chamber be proximate 
the upper portion. The reference shows (48') above the liquid level, which is really the 
same as the upper level. Thus, it would have been obvious to keep it above the liquid 
level of the chamber. 

Claims 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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In particular, claim 4 states that the liquid outlet is in communication with a liquid 
fuel inlet of the fuel tank, but this is not disclosed. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 13 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Hei Ma in view of Knapstein. 

Hei Ma applies as noted and Knapstein teaches a diffuser attached to a liquid 
inlet pipe, thereby making this an obvious arrangement for the Hei Ma device. 

Claims 15 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Hei Ma in view of Miyano. 

Miyano teaches a heater in a diffusion chamber and used to heat the fuel to aid 
in diffusion, thereby making it obvious to use a heater in the liquid fuel area of Hei Ma. 

Claims 10-12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
